72. (Withdrawn) A method of preventing and/or treating micturition disorders, 
selected from a list consisting of urinary incontinence, hyperactive urinary bladder, 
urgency, nycturia and enuresis comprised of administering to a patient in need 
thereof a therapeutically effective amount of a compound according to claim 45 or a 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 
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73. (Withdrawn) Pharmaceutical compositions, comprised of a first active 
substance selected from the carboxamide compounds according to claim 1 and a 
second active substance selected from the group comprised of active substances for 
the treatment of diabetes, active substances for the treatment of diabetic 
complications, active substances for the treatment of obesity, other than MCH 
antagonists, active substances for the treatment of high blood pressure, active 
substances for the treatment of hyperlipidaemia, including arteriosclerosis, active 
substances for the treatment of arthritis, active substances for the treatment of 
anxiety states and active substances for the treatment of depression, optionally 
together with one or more inert carriers and/or diluents. 
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
